| wish to object to the current Docket WT-24-240. The request by NextNav asks for the use of 
900 MHz spectrum; 902-907 MHz and 918-928 MHz. A portion of this spectrum is heavily 
occupied by coordinated amateur radio repeaters. 


Amateur radio 900 MHz repeaters exist throughout the country. | am the owner of two such 
repeaters in Georgia. These are networked and linked to other repeaters supporting P25 and 
analog operation. The P25 linking system is worldwide, allowing repeaters or individual P25 
operators to connect, enjoy the hobby, experiment, and further the radio art. 


| have operated 900 MHz repeaters in Georgia since 2012. We are seeing an incredible 
amount of new interest in the 33cm band. There are 13 33cm repeaters in Georgia and 
approximately 600 in the US. 


Interference is a challenging issue for 900 MHz repeater owners in many densely populated 
areas. Further interference in the segments used for repeater input (902-903 MHz) and output 
(927-928 MHz) may render some amateur radio repeaters unusable. 


Like many amateur radio repeater owners, | have a substantial investment in equipment and 
facilities. Not only could this cost repeater owners millions of dollars, it could affect individual 
operators who purchased radios to use these repeaters. 


Due to the repurposed commercial equipment used by amateur radio operators for the 33cm 
band, the loss of these outer 1 MHz segments will kill amateur use of 900 MHz repeaters. 
Please protect 902-903 MHz and 927-928 MHz from further interference by rejecting the 
NextNav proposal.
